Congress of the United States, 


CONGRESS adjourned on Sunday morning 
last, at day light. A proposition was made by the 
Senate to prolong the session till Thursday next, 
but the House of Representatives would not agree 
to it. In consequence of this refusal, it is stated 
that more than sixty bills, which, having been ma- 
tured by the Committees of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, had passed that body, and more than 
forty bills, originated and passed by the Senate, 
are thus irretrievably lost. 

On the day previous to adjournment of the 
Senate, the Vice President rose and stated that it 
was his intention now, having reached the last bu- 
siness day of the session, by withdrawing from the 
chair, to give to the Senate the usual opportunity 
of appointing a President pro tempore. Before 
retiring, however, he would take the occasion to 
return his thanks for the support and courtesy 
which the Chair had uniformly received, and to 
congratulate the Senate on the great degree of ta- 
lent and patriotism that had been evinced in the 
body during this long and laborious session.

IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE.—Several 
late arrivals at New-York, bring English pa- 
pers to the 21st of last month.
